A child suffering from smallpox 
was dragged from his bed and taken 
to the fortress, 
Old men, women 
and children were prodded along the 
road by armed envoys, and in one In­ 
stance a b ak e r’s boy, his apron still 
while with flour, was hurried off to 
prison, 
The Greek population of Constan­ 
tinople Is terror-stricken as th e result 
of the action of the police, 
T he lat­ 
ter claim the Greeks seized belong 
to a category slated for exchange and 
that they had delayed too long after 
obtaining passports. 
Many of th e 
prisoners have no passports, however. 
Strong protests hare been made to

Inter-allled 
commission 
which has charge of the tr ansfer of 
Greek* to Greece In return for Turks 
to Turkey, hut the commission has 
been linable to check the arrests.

He will not look al America as a political patchwork torn 
into pieces to make a party flag, says the Chicago Tribune. 
The Philadelphia address is a piece of American think iii)/— 
all-American thinking— founded on a ripe consideration ol Am er­ 
ican history, Which illuminates and fortifies American institutions 
and p rin c ip le s and binds Americans in a common national pur­ 
pose. 
Without partisan feeling or rhetoric, Mr. Coolidge has pre­ 
sented his American thought on the current proposals for begin­ 
ning to abandon the American system of individual initiative and 
private enterprise. 
Quietly, With no move emphasis titan his ear­ 
nestness conveys, he sets forth the Socialist device of nationaliza­ 
tion for what in actual practice it would be—namely: the estab­ 
lishment of huge bureaucracy, the management of our affairs by 
government officials end job hunters, and therewith the finn' and 
unescapable imposition upon us all. farmer, wage earner, clerk, 
or millionaire, of a huge burden of taxes, direct and indirect. 
“ When we recall,” says Mr. Coolidge, “the appalling loss and 
the difficulties in the management of $8.50b non,OOO worth of 
ships, we should undoubtedly hesitate about taking on ten times 
that value in public utilities.” 
But more telling still is his treatment of the crux of the na­ 
tionalization policy, the question of control; “ W.ih railways and 
electrical utilities under political control, the domination of a 
group would be so firmly entrenched in the whole direction of our 
government that the privilege of citizenship for the rest of Un­ 
people would consists largely in the payment of taxes.”

AI.L-AMERICAN THINKING 


IN spite of the temptations of tile campaign, Calvin Coolidge 
cannot forget that he is President of the United States. 
Ile, at 
least, is not engaged in trying to conciliate this class or that at 
the almost inevitable expense of setting one class against the 
other. 
He will not look at America as a political patchwork torn 
into pieces to make a party flag, says the Chicago Tribune. 
The Philadelphia address is a piece of American thinking— 
all-American thinking— founded on a rifle consideration of Amer­ 
ican history, which illuminates and fortifies American institutions 
and principles and binds Americans in a common national pur­ 
pose. 
Without partisan feeling or rhetoric, Mr. Coolidge has pre­ 
sented his American thought on the current proposals for begin­ 
ning to abandon the American system of individual initiative and 
private enterprise. 
Quietly, wiih no more emphasis than his ear­ 
nestness conveys, he sets forth the Socialist device of nationaliza­ 
tion for what in actual practice it would be— namely: the estab­ 
lishment of huge bureaucracy, the management of our affairs by 
government officials and job hunters, and therewith the final and 
unescapable imposition upon us all, farmer, wage earner, clerk, 
or millionaire, of a huge burden of faxes, direct and indirect. 
“When we recall,” says Mr. Coolidge, “ the appalling loss and 
the difficulties in the management of $3,500,000,000 worth of 
ships, we should undoubtedly hesitate about taking on ten times 
that value in public utilities.” 
But more telling still is his treatment of the crux of the na­ 
tionalization policy, the question of control: “ With railways and 
electrical utilities under political control, the domination of a 
group would be so firmly entrenched in the whole direction of our 
government that the privilege of citizenship for the rest of the 
people would consists largely in the payment of taxes.” 
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Coming out of the early morning haze, the giant air­ 
ship built at the Zeppelin works for the U. S. Navy re­ 
ceived a noisy welcome as it flew low over New York 
harbor and then over the city.

ties. 
A steady increase has been recorded in our exports to Europe, 
notably to Germany, Fiance, italy, Spain, Russia, and the Nether­ 
lands. 
Sales to South America increased, particularly to Brazil, 
Colombia, Peru, Uruguay, and Venezuela, with decreases to Ar­ 
gentine and Chile. There was a large increase in sales to Oceania 
and Asia, every country listed being a better purchaser this year 
than last. 
To African countries sales increased $5,OOO,OOO. 
The Department of Commerce announces that “the expansion 
was the largest over the pre-war average of any country in the 
world,” and that “the figuies signified that tin1 United States is 
taking a larger position in the world’s foreign trade* and is gain­ 
ing a greater portion of new trade than any other nation.”
